University of Wisconsin-Madison.

Analysis by the Legislative Reference Bureau

This bill directs the board of regents of the University of Wisconsin (UW)
System to rename the institute for environmental studies at the UW-Madison the
Gaylord Nelson institute for environmental studies.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do
enact as follows:

SECTION 1. Nonstatutory provisions.

(1) The board of regents of the University of Wisconsin System shall rename
the institute for environmental studies at the University of Wisconsin-Madison the
Gaylord Nelson institute for environmental studies.
